Tho exhibition opened yesterday, and is 
gonerally acknowledged to be a buocobb In 
point of interest and exhibits. The attend- 
ance was not as large as it ie likoly to be 
during the other days of the fair, bnt for the 
opening day the attendance was larger than 
usual. Tho formal ceremony wae aeb for 2 
o'clock, but by noon people began to come, 
and those who did had the advantage of 
Boeing what was of Interest in tho main 
building before the crowd came. 

At a little before 2, Hon. Col. Baker, 
acting Promior, Hon. D. M. Eberte, Hon. 
C. 15. Pooloy and Hon. G. B. Martin ar- 
rived, and were entertained at lunohoon by 
tho directors before tho formal proceedings 
began. Among those present wore tho 
Bishop of Columbia, Mrs. Dowdney, Senator 
and Mrs. Maodonald and a number of 
other prominent pooplo. 

Tho preaident of tho association, Dr. 
Milne, in opening the proceedings, 
stated that the entries were not only larger 
than laat year bub tho exhibition as a whole 
waa a better one than had over been sgon in 
Viatoria. There wore 2.100 ontrleB agalnBt 
1,500 laBt year. Ho referred in compli- 
mentary terms to the ladies' exhibit and 
tho aohool chlldren'e exoollent work. He 
also called Bpeoinl attention to the travel- 
ling dairy as of general benefit to the farm- 
ors. He then introduced Hon. Col. Baker, 
acting premier, and lnvitod him to opon tho 
exhibition, 

Hon. Col. Bakor then said : We are aa- 
aembled here to-day to colebrate the nine- 
teenth annual meeting of tho British Colum- 
bia Agricultural and Industrial Association, 
and when we look around at the oroditablo 
displays of the products of our lands and 
tho deftneaa of our hands which meet our 
view in every nook and every corner of thia 
great building wo are enabled to realize that 
the poopla of Vancouver iBland are fully 
alive to the bountiful natural resources 
whioh they havo the privilege of podaesaing 
and that they aro determined to develop 
thom with that skill and with that energy 
which are bo characteristic ot the commercial 
instincts of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

Wo look forward to theao reourring an- 
nual meetinga of our association to remind 
ub — like footprints upon r,h<3 sands of time — 
of the progress we are making along the path 
of industry, and as each eucceaBive year 
comes round we are cnublod to deteot a 
touch here and an improvement there which 
show satisfactory signs of our advancement. 
Moreover, theae annual gatherings have 
their uses from an educational point of view. 
Ws are living in times of keen competition, 
and thoae who wlah to find a ready market 
fcr tboir gooda must study aosthotical effoot 
asVell &b quality, for wo may rest aesurod 
that — other things being equal — the gooda 
whioh are pat upon the market in auoh a 
form as will best attract and pleaae the eye 
will be the firat to find purohaaera. There- 
fore, it follows that the omulation created 
by thoBe annual showa and the suggestive 
nature of tho exhibitiona muat tend to edu- 
cato tho oyo with profit to our oommeroe. 

Wo sometimes hear complainta from the 
farmora on the Island that they oannot find 
a markeb for their frnit, while that from the 
Statea haa a quiok aale. But the reason of 
thia ia not far to seek. It arises from tho 
way in which tho fruit is put upon the 
market. That from tho Statea comeB clean 
nnd neatly packed in attractive boxea 
which ploaao the eye, while como of that 
from the island ie thrown into barrels to- 
gether with leaves and atalka, which give it 
an unattractive appearance. How muoh 
may bo accomplished by attending to 
Mthetioal effect, combinod with quality, is 
well illustrated by tho admirable exhibit of 
preserved frulta by Moesra, Okoll & Morrla, 
whioh will compare favorably with a aimilar 
exhibit In any part of tho world, and what 
ia tho roault Notwithstanding theao dull 
times, Messrs. Okoll & Morris aro doing a 
largo homo and export trade, whioh is in- 
creasing with giant Btridea. They were also 
fortunate enough to obtain tho gold medal 
at an exhibition opon to tho world in Bir- 
mingham, England. 

'lie raw material for the factorioa aro 
supplied by our farmora, and they must bo 
caroful to keop up to the demand and not 
allow tho ohannel of supply to come from 
a foreign Bourco. Foroign trade is highly 
beneficial to a country when I hat country 
imports ra\i produce nnd manufactures 
which cannot be produced at home, and ex- 
ports homo products in exohaugo for thom ; 
but when tho roverao proaesa ia followed, it 
booomea a voluntary impoverishment of 
tho country and commercial Buieido. There- 
fore we muat endeavor as far us poeslblo to 
encourage home manufnotorioa whioh will 
consume raw produco that can bo grown In 
tho oountry. When wo look around ua to- 
day wo have eyery reason to be satisfied 
with tho progress we are muklng in manu- 
facturing industries, conaldering wo are 
yot, so to apeak, only in our adoleuoenco. 

For example, we havo a most artistic ex- 
hibit of furnituro by Mosars Weiler ; a moBt 
orodltable show of doors and window sashes 
by Mesara. Mulrhead & Mann and otherB; a 
carriage faotory by Messrs. Ledingham Broa, , 
who aro prepared to find reoreation for the 
Alberni gold millionaires of the fature ; the 
Albion Iron Worka, roady to provide all 
the maohlnery wo may requiro ; the chemi- 
cal worka of Meaara. Mooro, Fiahor & Hall ; 
the flour mills of Meaara. Braokman & Ker, 
and lb ia highly satisfactory to know that 
theao onterprislng gentlemen aro doing a 
flourishing business. Then there are tho 
rioo mills of Messrs, Hall, Rosa & Co. The 
splendid exhibit of soap by Mr. Pendray Is 
of euch an exoollent quality that I am quite 
sure that Mr. Noah Shakespeare's prize 
baby " won't bo happy till he 
gets it." Wo may also recognizs the 
B.C. Pottery and Tern; Gotta Works, whioh 
intend to supply Victoria Tfith newer plpoa 
in tho future Thoro are idao the Roak Bay 
tannery and many minor manufactures ; a 
papor mill at Alberni and someono has it 
that wo are soon to have a linaeed oil factory, 
whioh aa a natural aeqnenoo should be fol- 
lowed by a linen faotory. All theao mako a 
goodly array and are an earnoet of future ox- 
panaion, 

There is an exhibit here to-day whioh will 
no doubt attract considerable attention not 



MANUFACTURES. 

A Splendid Showing Among the Various In- 
dustrial Exhibits. 

Though tho lowor floor of the main build- 
ing ia not quite as orowded aa laab yoar, the 
exhibltora make a really good Bhow, and 
ono very gratifying foature ia the excellent 
showing made by looal industries, aomo of 
them new ones that appoar on exhibition for 
tho firat time thia year. 

At the right of the entranoo a nice dis- 
play of men'o and boys' olothing ia mado by 
W. E. Sanfotd & Co., Hamilton, Onb. 

Nexb oomea the exhibit of tho well-known 
muaic store of M. W. Waltb & Co., who 
beaidea a miscellaneous collection of the 
smaller mualoal Inatrumenta, display Nord- 
helmor and Heintzman pianos, Estey organs, 
Stearns and Columbia bloyoles and material 
for the fitting oat of tho devotees of golf. 

Thomas Bros. & Grant, with commend 



only from the number of prizeB whioh it 
offers but from the artistio way In whioh 
it has been arranged by the Victoria 
Local Branch of tho Council of Women. The 
exhibit may bo deaoribed aa typioal of 
womankind, since lb combines so much 
beauty with utility, and our thanke are due 
to thoae ladiea who have taken so muoh 
trouble and who have achieved so much auo- 
oeaa in oarrylng out this arduous duty. It 
ia but ono out of the many useful works 
whioh are bolng performed by the Women's 
Council. This society had its origin at the 
World's Fair in Chicago and it has spread 
bo rapidly that it now haa branches 
In every part of the oivllizad world. 
Muoh of tho buocobb of the Cana- 
dian branch is duo to the energy, abil- 
ity and philanthropy of its worthy president 
the Countoaa of Aberdeen, who ie untiring 
in her efforts to promote aooial harmony. 
The council compriBos reproaentativea from 
almoat every rollglouB denomination and 
charitable Institution, who moot round a 
common board for the common good, which 
in Itself is no Bmall achievement. It has 
boon said that " woman's place is in her 
homo." That is quito true, but exporienco 
has taught ub that tho b;sb ordered and the 
host governed homo ia nob incompabible 
with a largo heart, groat sympathy and 
ample timo for tho alleviation of Buffering 
humanity. But if I get on the Bubjecb of 
woman I can go on fur ever, bo I had better 
chaugo the topic and turn to our agricul- 
tural exhibit, which is extremoly intoroating 
but not half so fasolnatiag. 

We aro to have on thia ocoaalon a very 
useful innovation in this department in tho 
form of a travelling dairy, which will be 
under tho able direction of Professor Rob- 
ertson, who haa kindly consented to leoture 
upon the Bubjeob on Thuraday and Friday 
afternoona at 2 p.m., and Friday evening at 
8 p.m., in this building, and 1 oan strongly 
adviae everyone to attend who values a 
good breakfast table. British Columbia 
now Buffers under tho reproach of importing 
2,400,000 pounds of butter annually and 
400,000 pounds of oheeee, although many 
parta of the province are admirably .adapted 
for dairy farming. The fact ia our farmers 
must learn nob only to make butter with a 
good flavor bub butter which will keep its 
flivor and nob turn rartoid. This can only 
be done on aoientifio principles, whioh will 
no doubt bo ably explained by Professor 
Rjbertaon. I have an imaginary vista be- 
fore me of futuro colonies scattered along 
the coasts of the island and mainland, each 
with its oreamery In auch aotlve operation 
that not only Bhall we be able to aupply the 
homo markeb with butter, bnt to eatabliah a 
good foreign trade aa well. I oan atrongly 
recommend our dairy farmers to try silos for 
winter feoding their miloboows, and especially 
alloa of giant Indian corn, for the growth of 
whioh our climate and soil aro well adapted. 
It will produoe as muoh aa 18 tons of silo to 
the aore, and cows will give aa much milk 
upon it aa upon spring graea. 

We may congratulate ourselves upon the 
satisfactory progress of another branch of our 
agricultural industry — that of hop culture — 
the prospocta of which are very encourag- 
ing. British Columbia hops already take 
front rank in tho British markets, and if the 
great Chinese and Japaneao nations, num- 
bering over three hundred and fifty millions 
of people, should develop a baate for beer, 
whioh is by no means an Improbability, 
then there will be an unlimited markeb for 
all the hops our farmers can grow and for 
all the beer our browora can brow. 

Our fruit industry ia getting Into a very 
healthy and progreaaive condition, thanks 
largely to the exertions of my honorable 
colleague Mr. Turner, the miniater of agri- 
culture, who haa been ably assisted by Pro- 
feasor Shirpe, of tho experimental farm at 
Agaaalz, and by Messrs. Fletcher and 
Palmer. The extermination of fruit pests 
baB been engaging their attention for some 
time and legiolation has been enacted 
upon the subject ; bub it is satisfactory to 
loarn from tho report of Mr. Fletcher thot 
British Columbia does not Buffer from some 
of theae peats so muoh as do eome other 
couutrlea. I am glad to find our vegetable 
department ia not conspicuous thia year for 
the superabundance of " leaks " which gave 
a damping effect to the exhibit of laat 
year. 

We havo been passing through a period of 
great commercial depression, brought about 
by causes which aro nob yet generally un- 
derHtood, but tho character of a nation, like 
that of un individual, ia measured by tho 
poreoveranoe it exhibits in the hour of ad- 
versity, and when wo look around us to-day 
we oau certainly congratulate oureelvos thab 
British Columbians havG Btood tho aovero 
atrain manfully and courageously ub their 
forofuthers have done before them. And 
when wo look forward to tho future, preg- 
nant as it muat bo with all its wonderful 
possibilities, wo in Britiah Columbia have 
every reason to bo cheered. Wo aro favored 
by tho geographical position of our oountry 
aa a maritime province of tho Dominion ; we 
havo an area of over 250,000,000 acres of 
land rioh In natural reaourcea ; wo havo 
numerous splendid harbors whioh place us 
in touch by water communication with the 
prinoipal markets of tho world and aoross 
tho Pacific with over 350 millions of poople ; 
wo have a aalubriouB climate admirably 
adapted for agriculture ; wo havo rivor and 
deep sea fishorica which rival any in tho 
world; and laat, not least, we have tho privi- 
ego of forming an Integral portion of tho 
groat Britiah Empire, over whioh the Bun 
never sets. When wo realize all those 
natural advantages, it is no exaggeration to 
Bay that commercially Britiah Columbia ia 
to-day bub an infanb gianb deatined to grow 
to robust manhood in the near futuro. With 
this cheering proepect beforo ua, I havo 
much ploaBuro in declaring tho nineteenth 
annual Britiah Columbian Agricultural and 
Induatrial Exhibition to bo now opon,

J DIVIDED AUTHORITY. 

Ik la singular that the City Council should 
hesitate a moment in proclaiming tbe rota 
Hons that should exist bebweeu the Medical 
Health Officer and the Sanitary InBpeotor. 
Tho City By law defines tho duties of eaoh 
officer with sufficient clearness, and common 
senio should convinco the Council that if the 
City Health Department is to be efficiently 
administered the head of the department 
should bo clothed with authority enough to 
■nabls him to oarry onb suoh measures as he 
boltoTos to be necessary for the preservation 
ol tho publio health. In that department 
then should be no division of authority 
Tbe directions of the Medical Health Officer 
afcoald bo carried out by his subordinates 
wit&oat question and without hesitation 
Thfa a matter in which life itself Is at 
stake. 

It must be evident to the Counoil that the 
Advioa of tho offioial whom thoy have chosen 
an account of hia professional knowledge 
asd skill, in nil mattors relating to hia De- 
partment, should bo implicitly followed. To 
allow his advice to be ignored or sot aaide 
by a Bubordinato official in tho Department 
ia moat unreasonable as well as exceedingly 
dangerous. A paruBal of the by-law will 
convince any man of intelllgonce that it was 
intended that tbe Health Inapeotor should 
lot under the direction of the Medical Health 
Offioer. The law says tho Medical Health 
Officer shall: 

(ol Advise and assist the Mayor and 
Aldermen and the officers of the Corpora- 
tion on all matters rolating to tho publio 
health and report thereon from time to time. 

(6) Examine and report from time to time 
on the sanitary condition of the oity, and of 
property under jurisdiction of tho corpora- 
tion. 

(e) Superintend the enforcement and ob- 
servance of the statutes or by-laws or regu- 
lations respecting the publio health within 
tha municipality. 

Hovr, wo ask, can tho Medical Health 
Offioer perform those duties at all unless tho 
officers of the department, from tho high- 
est to tho lowest, aro required to follow hia 
dirwtions— to obey hia ordors ? If any 
officer becamo insubordinate and preaumed 
to act in a way different from that deter- 
mined upon by tho Medical Health Officer, 
the Council would bo most remiss in their 
duty ii thoy did not back up tho Medical 
Health Officer, and give all connooted with 
•ho department to undoratand that 
Cab is ita Head and that thoy must do as ho 
dlroita. Tho mcmbora of tho Council know 
that the reeponsibilitiea of the Medical 
Health Officer are very heavy indeed. If 
owing to neglect or failure to take tho pro- 
per precautions a deadly contagious dineaao 
should broak out in tho city, who would bo 
hold rsaponsiblo by tho Corporation and tho 
citizens ? Not tho Health Inspector cor- 
iainly, but the Medical Health Officnr. Bub 
ii would be iniquitous to hold him roapons- 
ibla if ho did not posBoss authority enough 
bo havo hia directions carried out, or if there 
was any offioial in hia department who had 
tho power to sot asido his authority and to 
oojmtermand his orders, 

Bab it is ovidonb that tho law docs not 
oonteniploto or give room for any Buoh divi- 
sion of authority. Part of the duty of tho 
Health Inspector Is, according to tho Health 
by-law, to — 

Assist tho Modloal Health Officer in any 
dntlos which require such assistance. 

{d) Perform thodutiea hereinafter indloa- 
tud as belonging spoolally to him, and en- 
force the observance of tho Btatutos or by- 
laws or regulations respooting tho publio 
health in the municipality or within the jur- 
isdiction of tho Corporation, and generally 
obey and oarry out tho intontion and direc- 
tion of tho Mayor, tho Board of Hoalth, and 
the MtAical Health Officer in mabtors rolat- 
ing to the public hoalth or tho romoval of 
nnlsancea. 

Ib U aeon from thla thab tho Hoolth In- 
spector ia ob much bound " to obey and oarry 
out tho instruction and direction " of the 
Medical Hoalth Officer as ho la thoao of tho 
Mayor and the Board of Health. And It Is 
onlj right and reasonable that ho should ho 
so. Tho Medical Hoalth Offioor is the pro- 



fesslonal adviser of the Mayor and 
the Board of Health In their offioial 
oapaoity. It is within their discretion 
whether bo follow his advice or nob, bub 
that discretion, if tho Board of Health in 
composed of sensible men, la generally mere- 
ly nominal. They consider It their duty to 
be guidod by hia advlco. Bub the Health 
Inspector has no such discretion. He musb 
do as he is bold. Ho can tako no responsi- 
bility upon himself when his duty ia pointed 
oub to him by the Medical Health Offioer. 
If the Board of Health rrjeot the Medloal 
Hoalth Officer's advice they bako upon 
bhomselvea hia responsibility and he is clear 
no matter what the consequences may be. 
Bub this ia not the oase if the Health In- 
spector dlsoboys orders or tukes upon him- 
self to pursue a course different from that 
direotod by tho Head of tho Deportment. 
It ia presumed by uhe Corporation and the 
publio that hie orders will bo obeyed, and If 
he dooa not insist upon obedience the blame 
if anything goes wrong falls upon his 
shouldora. The Corporation oughb to havo 
Been thla and not have allowed the Medical 
Hoalth Officer's authority to be questioned 
for a single momonb by bhe Hoalth InBpeotor 
or any othor subordinate. 



for, the Grits of tho EaBb and the WeBb 
would immediately have exolalmed : " We 
expeoted nothing else, Winnipeg wanted to 
be bought ; ib named Its price, and the 
Premier in the faoo of his declarations that 
the time has oome to eoonomlso, has bought 
them. We shall hear ro more aboub the 
Manitoba Bohool queation. Ilia half a mil- 
lion has settled thab very effectually.'' 

Wo seo that tho Grit organ of this city, 
true to ita policy of condemning the Gov- 
ernment whother it ia right or wrong, Ib do- 
ing Ita little bast to create the impression 
thab tbo Dominion Premier treated the 
people of Winnipeg harshly and unjustly in 
not giving them tho $500,000 they asked for 
and $15,000 besides as compensation for ex- 
penses incurred in stamping out tho small- 
pox, which had been allowed to enter the 
Province from tho Eist. Our contempor- 
ary, of courso, doeB not inquire into the 
reasonableness or the justness of the claims. 
It ia auffialont for It that tbey wero not Im- 
mediately reoognizod by th<3 Premier of the 
Dominion to justify ib in its own eyes in 
doing what it can to moke the Manitobans 
believe thot they havo boon slighted and ill- 
used. 



A GRIT "SCANDAL." 

Tho manufacture of scaniHla is an Oppo- 
sition industry that does not nood protec- 
tion. It flourishes without fostoring. It 
requires very little raw material to keep 
the busleat of tho establishments in opera- 
tion. A hint, no matter how obscure a 
report, no mattor where raised or by whom, 
whether there aro grounds for ib or whother 
It ia made oub of " whole cloth," is suffi- 
cient matorial for a firat-class acaudal 
which, whon duly embellished and marked 
genuine, ia sent oub into tho world to do 
duty for tho honeat (truth. The last pro- 
duob of the scandal faotory ia the "Soo 
iniquity." Hero ia ita hlatory as glvon by 
the Toronto Mail and Empire : 

A few days ago illustrations wore givon in 
thoBe columns of tho process of Bcandal 
making. Again tho Bubject introduces 
itself. The Sault canal was opened on Mon- 
day. By the Opposition a groab doal of dif- 
ficulty is experienced in attaching a soandal 
to thab great and Important work. But the 
partisans aro not to bo deprived of the pleas- 
ure or advantage of Insinuating that there ia 
something wrong somewhere. The Montreal 
Witness doos tho job this time by charging 
extravagance, or worse. It says — "The es- 
timates of tho v ork as originally introduced 
to Parliament wero under a million of dol- 
lars; the coat of tho finished work, with all 
ita ohaogea, will bo over four millions." How 
wide a field for speoulation doea this 
statement open? There are three millions 
missing. Mismanagement or fraud were no 
doubt tho cause of the excesaivo expendi- 
ture. Now bhe Witness has obviously drawn 
Its information from the Toronto Globe. 
Thab paper aaid on July 2!): " The Sault 
canal was commonced in 1888. When it was 
broaohed in Parliamant in that year ib was 
to cost $985,000." This is undoubtedly the 
authority for tho story of the Witness that 
" the estimates of tho work as originally in 
troduced to Parliament wero under a million 
of dollars." What are tho facta ? Whon in 
1888 the canal was under discussion in Par- 
liament Sir CharleB Tupper made a speech 
in reference to it. This was what ha said 
(Hansard, poge 1,624): — "Tho approxi- 
mate estimate to complete that work and 
obtain a depth of sixteen feet at tho lowest 
water is $2,800,000. If a dopth of twenty 
feet ab the lowest water Ib to be obtained, 
Mr. Pago'B approximate eatimote of tho cost 
is $3,800,000 " The twenty-toot oanol is 
what we have got. There is not a word 
aboub §985,000 aB the estimated cost in the 
entire apeooh. Our contemporary the Globe 
has inventod the $985,000 atory in order to 
construct a soandal that it could not other- 
wise find. Possibly this Is the sorb of thing 
that the party in the ferocity of Its cam- 
paign wants ; bub surety tho publio would 
prefer to havo tho truth. 



A TWO-FAG BD POLICY. 

Tho Grits, here and elsewhere, are con- 
tinually aoouslng the Government of brib- 
ing the peoplo with their own money. They 
deolare thab tho Government is always 
ready to buy support by grants for public 
works without inquiring very oloaely who- 
ther those worka are neoded or not, or 
whother the Treasury ia in auch a condition 
as to permit of tho expendlturea. 

If tho Govornmont hesitates to give con- 
stituencies that ask for them grants for pub- 
lic worka, tho Grits raise another and a vory 
difforent cry. They accuse it of nogleoting 
bhe neody constituency and of having no 
caro for its wolfaro. Thoy Bay that it ia 
partial, thab it c»n always find money for 
its favorites and ita pet districts, no mattor 
what tho state of tho Treasury may bo. 
Thoy try their vory best to make tho pooplo 
who aro asking for favors boliovo thab they 
aro Ill-used and treated with injustice. 
When tho request is granted tho peoplo, ac- 
cording to tbo GritB, aro bribed with their 
own monoy. Whon tho Government re- 
fueoB to givowhat is askod for or dofora 
grunting a request until times got bettor, ib 
is stingy, neglectful, partial and unjust. 

This little gamo ia being played now in 
Manitoba. The citizens of Winnipeg want 
wator connootion with Lake Winnipeg 
Thoy reprosontod their caso very foroibly to 
tho Premier whon ho was in Manitoba a few 
doya ago. Sir Mackenzie Bowell onaworod 
them kindly and good-humoredly, but he 
could nob soo his way to promise thorn the 
half a million ot dollars which were nooded 
for the improvement of tho Rod River. 
Money ia scarce, tho revenue has many 
demands upon ib, and although ho would 
like to pleoeo tho good pooplo of Winnipeg, 
ho really could nob proinieo them tho money. 
Thoao political purists, those consistent 
economists, tho Grlta, instead of praising 
tho Premier for resisting tbo tomptatlon to 
bribo the citizens of Winnipeg with their 
own money, and for rofusing to promise .a 
grant at a timo when lb la bhe duty of tho 
Government to apond aa little aa poaaiblo, 
condemned tho Gover nment for ita niggard- 
liness, and aro doing all thoy can to load the 
Winnlpegors to bolive thab they havo boon 
vory badly UBed by Sir Maokenzlo Bowoll. 
If tho Premier had promised the people of 
Winnipeg tho $500,000 or so thoy petitioned

in tho veteran oditor to-day than there is In 
mony a young man of thirty. Tho Sun 
says : 

A theory based on tho assumption that at 
alxty man's montal and physical powera are 
eo enfeebled as to debar him from actlvo 
life nooda no refutation ; it simply neglsctB 
tho actual faata in human exporionco. 
With Chevreul working In his laboratory at 
100 ; with Ranko beginning ot 81 to write a 
voluminous Universal Hiatory and substan- 
tially completing it; with Lao XIII at S5 
dictating hia encyclicals and acting aa his 
own Prlmo Minister ; with Gladstone and 
Biamarck aa ready of pen and aharp of

London, Sept. 17. — At the Foreign offioe 
to-day the report was denied that the Porto 
has accepted the plan of reform in the ad- 
ministration of affairs in Armenia whioh 
was submitted by tho powers signatory to 
the treaty of Berlin. 

A sensation was caused in the Poruvlan 
chamber of deputies to-day by Sonor BaBa- 
droa, who denounced " the scandalous aale" 
of the Coys, by the firm of Grace, to tho 
Cacores government for £40,000 sterling, 
when Sonor Basadros alleged it had previ- 
ously been offered to others for £18,000. 

Tho Fall Mall Gazette this afternoon Bays 
that a warrant has been issued for the arrest 
of Baron von Hamtneratoin upon tho charge 
of having uttered forgeries to the amount 
of $50,000. Baron von Hammerstein, who 
was removed from tho position of editor-In- 
ohlef of the Kreuz Zeitung, tho principal 
organ of the Conservative party in Ger- 
many, last July, is supposed to be in'hiding 
In London. 

Tho Times to-morrow will publish a de- 
spatch from Shanghai which will say that 
several prisoners were executed to-day at 
Ku-oheng in tho preaenco of the oonaula. 

A deapatch to the Chroniole from Con- 
stantinople says that tho British minister's 
yacht has been under steam for the last 
twenty-four hours, waiting despatches for 
the fleet. Great apprehension is felt 
among the Turks. 

Tho Cuban inourgenta derailed a coaoh of 
a train at Biga, noar Nuovlks, and killed 
five soldiers and oaptured Bovon prisoners, 
who wore afterwards sob at liberty. Seven 
kidnappers who were imprisoned at Sanott 
Esperitu, have esoaped from the jail 
there. It is rumored that the Insur- 
gents have been fired upon by the 
negro band called " Plateados," noar Rome- 
dios. It was rumorod that Jose Maceo had 
died of sickness near San Remon de Las Ya- 
guas, in the province of Santiago de Cuba, 
bat this is found to be untrue. 

Private letters whioh have been received 
hero from the Congo Free State say that 
affairs there are in a Joondition verging up- 
on anarchy. Encounters between the Bel- 
gian forces and natives which have been re- 
presented in official dispatches ob resulting 
in Belgian victory, are said to have 
been, in fact, BoriouB revorsea. It 
Is reportod that two Englishmen travelling 
in the Congo Free Stato have been mur- 
dered and oaten by natives. A Belgian ex- 
pedition under Lieut. Franquir was at- 
tacked by natives on February 11. Tho 
soldiers hastily formed themselves into 
a hollow square, upon which tho natives 
rushed with auoh overwhelming force that 
the Belgians were put to rout within ten 
minutes. Shortly afterwards it became 
known, according to the correspondence al- 
luded to, that a native chief named 
Ndorumau had massacred Captain Hanson 
and the whole of his escort numbering 
sixty people.

Victoria Determined to Compete With 
Winnipeg 1 for the Trade of 
the Interior. 



In the course of hia speech at the barquet 
on Saturday to tho visiting members of the 
Victoria Board of Trado, Hon. Clarke Wal- 
lace, Controller of Customs, said : 

In portion Canada has moro railway mile- 
age, moro oountry opened up, moro canals, 
roads ami public institutions than any othor 
country of its population, and it has not 
finished yet. The people of Canada havo a 
rich horitage and tho development of it en- 
tails great responsibilities. The policy should 
be that of opening up the oountry and 
fostering trado and commerce within 
the Canadian lines. With this in 
view the Parliament of Canada had 
given aid to the smelting industfrlea which 
though modeat would perhaps be incroasad 
aa the interest of the distrlob required. Tho 
remarkable transportation capabilities whioh 
tho distriot poaaeaeod in its railway and 
steamboat linea waa the best possible evi- 
dence of its mineral worth. The wealth of 
the distriot was thoroughly demonstrated, 
and ho predioted thab the greatesb expecta- 
tions would bo realized with respeot to 
Kootenay and the Dominion. 

The country was possessed of great natur- 
al resources, but above all Canada has men 
and men and women capable of building up 
a great and glorious nation. Tbero was 
never any oauso to fear thab Canada would 
drift into annexation with the United States. 
The history of the past has provided that 
Canada can and will control its own affairs. 
The oountry had pasaod the experimental 
stage and had baon successful. Its institu 
tions woro solid and its government fashion 
ed upon one of tho best of methods, and 
Canada was dostined to become the great 
nation of the Northern half of the American 
oontinent. In the words of the poet : 

"Wo aro ono of tho Northern zone; 
Shall a bit bo placed In our month 1 
It over a Northoroor lost hia throno, 
Has tho conquoror como from tho South i" 

Mr. Wallace created a mosb favorable im 
preselon and was heartily cheered on the 
contusion of his remarks. 

During the evening Col. Prior oalled at- 
tention to tho circumstance that Victorians 
bad baon oalled mosabacks, but they were 
just us wideawake as any people in Canada. 
If it were nob so they would not bs present 
as a body looking into Kootenay 's resources ; 
they wore not slow to make investments, 
having spent thousands upon thousands of 
dollars in the very mineral wealth of which 
Kootenay was so justly proud. Victorians 
had been bitten, however, and as a 
result they ware now cautiouB, but 
not moaebacks. Tho C.P.R. has now givon 
Viotoria the same rate as Vanoonver to 
interior points and they were going to com- 
pote with Winnipeg for Kootonay's trado. 
If tho railway ratOB were against them they 
would doubtless secure from tho C.P.R. 
a rate aa would place them upon an such 
equality with all. 

A general talk followed with the result 
that all parties understood eaoh othor 
better.

We are promised great things for fall 
in the way of Louis XVI fashions, but 
so far there is little ovirienco of such a 
decided change except the now cult's, the 
cutaway jackets and vest fronts and the 
ugly surtouts. One' finds far more re- 
minders of Mario Antoinette, with the 
dainty fichus and tuckers and the pretty 
(iilks, with their dresden patterns and 
colorings, though I find no ono exactly 
sure on the subject of tho precise Louis 
XVI styles. Ono early model shows a 
basque cutaway in front, showing a 
white satin vest. Tho basque, or flaring 
skirted coat, is of striped orange and 
black satin. This is worn over a black 
brocado satin skirt, with tiny orange 
colored figures. With this there was a 
fino mull fichu, edged witli lace, the 
ends being tucked in at tho square open-- 
ing.

The gold and silver soutache 
braid is sewed to stand up on the 
edge, which gives it a very sumptu- 
ous appearance. Sometimes the braid- 
ing is of white or other colored soutache, 
with a fine lino of gold cord all along 
the lower edge, sewed to the cloth. I 
see quite a number of foulards. These 
are twilled silks, not very glossy, but 
very useful, particularly for children's 
gowns. Foulard is always printed with 
dots, lozenges or small flowers, rarely in 
more than two colors. Browns with 
yellow dots, blue with white, red or 
yellow aro effective and very econom- 
ical. They will wash beautifully. There 
aro also many designs of white and 
cream with colored dots. These make 
elegant tea jackets and negligees, and 
they will also be worn for kirmess 
aprons. Naturally much lace and rib- 
bon will bo put upon them. All lace 
for kirmess aprons and jackets should 
bo of a quality that will wash. 

Dealers toll us that crepons and 
alpacas have had their day, and that 
tho mohairs must give placo to tho new 
woolly and fuzzy stuffs, made and pro- 
vided for next fall and wintor, but. tho 
mohairs are so protty, so easy to keep 
clean and so offectivo at a small cost, 
and withal so durable and pleasing to 
tho eye, that. I feel suro their knoll has 
not 7et sounded. Women have some- 
thing to say thouisolves as to what they 
shall wear. 

Tho new late fall and wintor woolens 
will bo so shaggy and so covered with 
tufts of different hairs, woven in so 
many different shapes and patterns, that 
no one could recount them all in a day. 
Bnt that does not moan that wo aro not 
to bo allowed a choico between them 
and smooth faced goods. Thero aro 
some protty silky, stripod mohairs, 
quite new and undeniably pretty, and I 
am suro they will bo worn to late in tho 
fall Oovert cloth in all the new 
shades will bo used for tailor gowns, and

Tho receptacle shown in tho illustra- 
tion is easy to mako and becomes a 
pretty addition to tho dressing table, be- 
sides providing a place for tho little 
trifles that often litter it. 

To make it, tray a small round basket 
of Japanese make, or, if you prefer it, 
of sweet grass, and tlireo pieces of light- 
weight brass rod, long enough to make 
a stand proportionate in sizo. Lino the 
basket with soft silk and mako two full 
pockets, one to be attached to each sido. 

At tho hardware shop buy a quantity 
of inch brass rings and crochet them 
over with heavy knitting silk tho shado 




of the lining selected. Arraugo these 
last in rows ono bolowthe other to form 
lambrequins, and sew oach fast to tho 
other at the points of joining. Let each 
lambrequin end in a point, and to do so 
mako each succeeding row of rings two 
loss than the last. Sew tho two fast, ono 
to eaeli side of the baskot at tho rim, 
and then proceed to arrange tho stand.

Case Assuming a More .Serious Aspect far the 
, Prisoner, Who Betrays tittle Keeling. 

San Fbancisco, Sept. 17. — Despite all tho 
damaging testimony which his been mar- 
shalled against him Durrant continues to be 
the only man in tho courb room who shows 
no signs of exaitomonfc. Throughout the 
scrutiny of the witnesses he sits in perfect 
apparent calmneeB, although now that the 
caso haB every dt\y a moro serious aspect, he 
holds no more humorous conversations with 
his parents. It is expected the ease will re- 
quire at leant fourteen dnya moro for the di- 
reob testimony. 

Tho testimony of Miss Lxnigan, a fellow 
pupil at the Normal sohool of Blanche La- 
moat, Mrs Vogel and MrB. James Cro63ott, 
who positively idontified tho prisoner as 
having been seon together in tho vicinity of 
the church or on the Powell street oar waB 
in no way shakon by tho crosB examination.

Then will probably 
come tho story of Mrs. L,oak, who buw them 
enter the church; then tho roluolant talo 
of the organiBt to whom Durrant ap- 
peared, dusty und flusterod, end euld ho had 
been overcome by ga8. After thlH is the 
pawnbroker's story of the attempt to Dawn 
the dead girl's rings, and other bits cf cor- 
roborative evidence. 

Another Btory aa to tho Identity of Dur- 
rani's mysterious admirer is that Bho is a 
Mrs. Grace Bowers, wife of an insurance 
clerk. Last Wednesday she left her hus- 
band as a result of her infatuation for Dur- 
rant. Mr. Bowers says his wlfa never 
knew Durrant, but that from the beginning 
sho has taken a groat interest in the trial, 
and believes Durrant is innocent. It 1b 
thought her mind has beoome bff.o^ed, and 
that ahe ia not reBponsibla for her aotions,

Miss Marion Talbot wont into the 
practical side of sanitation with an en- 
ergy that proved her sincerity, and 
which also soon converted her into an 
authority.

Itinerary of One of the Party of Mer 
chants Travelling in the 
Kootenay. 



The Trip Bids Fair to bo Successful 
From a Business Point 
of View. 

(Written for tho Colo:;ist.> 
Nelson, Sept. 12 — Aftora ramble through 
Vancouver we left at 2 10 p.m. on Septom 
S, all well, arriving at Rovolstoke at 
o'clock next morning. The high- water 
murk of tho Fraser at the last Hood waB 
pointed out by the train hands and was 
groatly wondered at. A few of tho party 
wore Been to look down tho steep embank- 
ments of tho FraBor and admire tho rushiog 
waters, othore woro soon to look away— thoy 
could not look down, tho Vancouver water 
had boon a little too much for them. What 
threatened to be a very serious difficulty 
was happily ovorcomo on tho way up. Tho 
secretary had not furnished himself with any 
cash, expecting to pay all acoounts by 
cheque. The dlning-oar conductor refused 
tho checque, but afterwords consented to 
accept the same if endorsed by Mr. E. G 
Prior, M.P. Mr. CaBBidy remarked that 
tho cheque would hardly then be in ordor as 
according to law, the endorsamenb should be 
subsequent, but in this coso it would be 
Prior. 

The newly formed board of trade of Rov 
elBtoke interviewed our party at a hastily 
culled meeting and set forth ono or two 
grievances which they would like the B. O. 
board to lond their aid towards obviating. 
A now bridge is to bo built hero and the 
citizens request a draw in it to allow Bteanv 
ora to go up the (Columbia to tho fast devel 
oping and rioh Big Band aountry. The 
ether grievance atated was the fact of tho 
CP R. running a Btore oar through tho Bee 
tion and selling goods at a cheaper rate than 
the storekeepers could afford to soil. Our 
members gave a little advice as to the chan- 
nel and manner of forwarding their petition 
re theBo grievances and promised to do all 
In their power to aBsist them. Wo left 
R6velstoko at 7 p m. on tho same day, pass 
od Nakusp at 1 a.m., arrivd at Robaon at 
11:30 a.m , left Robson at 3:13 p.m. and ar 
rived at Trail at -1:45 p.m. 

The trip down tho rivor and through th< 
lake on the magnificenb steamer Nakusp was 
a pleasure long to be remembered and the 
sight that mob our view at Trail was an eyo 
opener — numbera of six horao wagons die- 
charging their loads of ore, packhorscs, 
stage wagonB and dozens of men hanging 
around. Wo left Trail at 5 p.m. for the 
great city of Rossland, some on horseback, 
some on tho stage wagon. Uaole 
Billy (Brown) having joined the party 
at Robson be formed the most conspicuous 
figure on the Btage, and bis fine tenor voice 
enlivened the mining cjinp on tho way. 
Needless to say he is the life of the party — 
to say nothing of the Bpirit. Wo ajrivod at 
RosBland at 7 p.m., on the "dead jump,' r 
singing a rattling chorus, all the town com- 
ing down to Bee ub. It is impossible to at 
tempt a description of the towD ia this 
short and hurried article, but If the reader 
can picture a eea of mountains, and on one 
of theao innumerable wooden, unpainted 
houses, shacks, oabinB, etc , just as if they 
had boen dropped from tho skleB, and dot 
tod on the outskirts with tonta of all de- 
scriptions, and with hundreds of men stand 
ing on Btreet cornerB and through theBtreets 
with apparently nothing to do, a slight idea 
may be formed of tho wildnesa of the soene, 

The best of accommodation was obtained, 
and a grand ball given on tiie evening of our 
arrival tecdod to enliven the proceedings 
and put us in good humor with the world 
The following day excursions wero made to 
tho principal mines — the War Eagle, Lo 
Koi, Joeie, Cliff, etc, and a moat onjoyable 
morning epenb, The regret at the non-at 
tendanco of a photographer waB universal. 
Especially good would have been the pic 
ture of Col. Prior and Mr. Caesidy descend 
ing tho ahoft of the Le Rol mine in old over- 
alls, slouch bats, and both crushed together 
in a largo dirty Iron dipper. It was ro 
gretted that tho admiration of the two latter 
gentlemen for Rosslocd kept them eo long in 
leaving, th it t hey missed the steamer at Trail 
and had to ride to Northport and ]oined ua 
12th inat. at Nelson. Wo arrived at Trail 
at 8:50 p.m., and left Trail at 4:30 p.m. on 
the Nakuep. After a grand trip up the Col 
umbia against the rushing tide and stem 
ming the roaring rapids wn arrived in Rob- 
Bon at 7:30 p.m. Mr. E. V. Bcdwell joined 
the pirty hero. Wo loft RobBon on tho 
train at 9 p. m , and after ono or two mis 
haps, one of which might have boon quite 
Berious, we arrived at Nelson at 12 noon 
I will relata our mishap : Uriclo Billy, E. 
B. Marvin and another gentleman were on 
joying a quiot emoko In tho amoktr, when 
all of o eudden a car of lumber immediately 
preceding the smoker undertook to onter 
thiB oar without any intimation or warning. 
The end of tho smoker through whioh tho 
lumber entered prosented a very wrecked 
appoaranco, and tho hurrlod exit of Uoclo 
Billy and Mr. Marvin waB something quite 
worth remombering. 

Taking it from a business point of view 
the trip bids fair to bo entirely successful; 
the big mcmbera have seuured vory eood 
orders in every town so far and are moro 
than pleased at the manner in whioh tho 
merchants have' mot them. Their desire is 
to trade with Victoria »Dd tho goaet, and It 
is quite apparent that with propor looking 
after the bulk of the trade of thia oountry 
can bo made profitable and oan bo con 
trolled from tho coast.

In 
ono ease tho pationb was dying, his grave 
was dug, and his friends woro about to put 
him into it alive when they wero prevented 
and obliged to wait until the man's heart 
had ooasod boating. Tho man know that 
they wore burying him alive but was bo 
miserable that ho did not euro.
